YESTERDAY IN NEW YORK. 
LEADING CLERGYMEN TESTIFY THEIR PER- 
80. 4 REGARD AND ADHESION TO THE 
CAUSE.

New York, Sept. 22.—[ .|—Refreshed 
by his yesterday's rest Mr. ne began to re- 
ceive callers directiy after baeakfast this morn- 
ing. There wus a grand rus® until 3 o'clock in 
the afternoon, when Mr. Blaine retired for a 
rest to prepare himself for the fatigue of the 
evening program between re and Philadel- 
phia. The event of today Was the call of a 
great delegation of representative clergymen 
from this city and Brooklyn, This delegation 
numbered over 100. They were headed by 
Bishop King of the Methodist Church. They 
came without any preliminary notice and it is 
safe to say that Mr. Blaine never bad a happier 
surprise party. Each clergyman represented on 
the average a constituency of at least 500 peo- 
ple. Bishop King, who acted as spokesman for 
the party, said that this call Was the result of 
deliberate consultation. y had examined 
into every one of the cb that had been 
made against Mr. Blaine’s honor and they had 
found absolutely nothing to shake their confi- 
dence in him. They had examined the records 
of both candidates and they had come to the 
conclusion that every one who was an advocate 
of pure morals and a decent life should support 
Mr. Blaine. 

Mr. Blaine shook hands cordially with each 
one of the visitors and spent fully half an hour 
in ecocial chat. The visitors went away thor- 
oughly delighted with Mr. Blaine, after giving 
him their most hearty assuratce that he would 
receive in this State the practically unanimous 
support of the religious people, without regard 
to denomination. ‘ 

BEECHER’S LETTER. 

This visit of the clergymen to Mr. Biaine 
comes quite appropriately today upon the heels 
of Henry Ward Beecher’s most remarkable let- 
ter, which was published here this morning. 
Certainly none of the opponents of Cleve- 
land have begun to do as much 
in the way of injuring him as have 
some of his friends. This letter of 
Beecher’s points in eloquemt phrase to Cleve 
land’s sin with the Widow Hal pin, sets him up 
as an object of warning to the young men of 
the country,and dwells upon the fact that if he 
is beaten the Halpin episode will bave been the 
cause; then with a ludicrops moral hop, skip, 
and a jump hopes that Cleveland will be elect- 
ed. This letter is quite in keeping with the 
original editorial in the New York Evening Post 
upon this subject. The friends of Cleveland 
have done more to make the Halpin 
affair prominent than have his op- 
ponents. There bas been 60 much 
said about it by Cleveland’s friends that Cleve- 
land's name is rarely mentioned without some 
ailusion to this episode. The iesue of the cam- 
paigu, so far as the Demécrats are concerned, 
seems to be the indorsement of the code of 
morals of Cleveland’s life. Mr. Beecher in his 
letter this morning dwells upon the fact that 
Cleveland's connection with the Widow Halpin 
was over twelve years ago. Mr. Beecher adds 
a few years to the history of this case, as if 
the mildew of age was a palliating feature. 
The fact is that Oscar Folsom Cleveland is auiy 
8 years old. Mr. Beecher should amend his 
statement by at least four years. 

THE RELIGIOUS SENTIMENT. 


The call of the clergymen upon Mr. Blaine 
this morning is the substantial evidence of 
what Frank Hiscock told your corresponaent 
several weeks ago. He said at that time that 
the religious and moral people of this State 
would bolt Cleveland to a man, and that the en- 
tire church influence, both Catholic and Prot- 
estant, would be against him. Jointo this 
the revolt of the workingmen, the defection ot 
the Irish-American element and it becomes 
clear to every one that New York is absolutely 
certain for Blaine this fall. It is no wonder 
that the Democrats have Jecided to make their 
fight in Ohio, It is the only place that they 


have left to make a fight. 


REMARKABLE ATTENTIONS PAID MR. BLAINE. 

The attention paid to Mr. Blaine during his 
visit bere has been most remarkable. No 
President actually elected has ever been such 
an object of interest in New York as Mr. 
Biaine. Every time the newspapers here have 
printed any advance notice of his public move- 
ments, crowds have waited patiently for his 
appearance. This afternoon, when he left the 
Fitth Avenue to go to the Jersey City depot in 
a private carriage, crowds of people waited 
simply for the purpose of seeing Mr. Biaine 
walk from the private entrance of the hotel to 
his carriage. The majority of them waited 
nearly an hour to gratify their curiosity. His 
visit here has given a great spur to the popular 
interest. When be returns he willhave one of 
the greatest receptions ever given to any 
American citizen. 

WESTWARD HO! 

His Philadelphia visit is more social in its 
character than political. He went away this 
afternoon with quite a large party. Upon his 
Western trip he will be accompanied only by 
an invited group of personal friends. The 
number upon the special train which pulls out 
here Wednesday morning will be only ten. The 
correspondents of THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE, the 
Philadelphia Presa, and the New York Tribune 
are the only members of the press who will be 
on the train. Mr. Andrew Devine, one of the 
confidential secretaries of Mr. Biaine in his 
work upon the second volume of his history, 
one of the official stenographers of the House 
will go along to report what Mr. Blaine may 
say for the Associated Press. The special 
train from here Wednesday morning will be in 
charge of Chauncey Depew. Postmaster Manley 
will have charge of the Blaine party. Mr. 
Manley says he does not propose to bring Mr. 
Blaine back until after the October election. It 
is probable Mr. Blaine will remain out of 
Maine until after the election. His counsel 
and experience are of incalculable value to the 
party managers, and they will do all they can 
to keep him at short range.

Mn. BLAINE: In the absence of our Prest- 
dent, Mr. Evarts, it becomes my pleasing duty 
to present to you a delegstion from the Union 
League Club, and in their name to welcome 
you to New York. But, sir, the members of 
this club need no introduction to you. Your 
name for more than twenty years has 
been with us a household word, and your fame 
is dearer than ever because of the vile slanders 
that have attacked it. These slanders will 
soon be forgotten in our. triumphs of 
November, which will give echo to the 
recent Maine election, and we hope, 
sir, that you may be able then not only to for- 
give but to forget your slanderers, Sir, the 
Union League Club claims to have done some- 
thing for the Republican party and something 
for the country. We claim the right by our 
past record to speak with some authority for 
our party. We claim to a body of 
men who ask nothing for ourselves and only 
seek good government and a wise policy. I 
am desired by my friends who surround me to 
say it is their emphatic conviction that the 
question of questions to be decided in the com- 
ing Presidential election which dominates 
all others is this: ‘Shall the American idea of 
a tariff for the protection of American labor 
and American industries de maintained as the 
settled policy of the United States?’

The 
history of the Union Loague ot New York is 
inseparably identified with the most 
critical period in the history of 
this Nation. No one who has 
followed our National progress for the last 
quarter of a century can be insensibie of the 
great aid which your organization rendered in 
all the crises of the Civil War. [Applause.| 
Since the restoration of peace you have 
been distinguished for your adherence to 
sound political principles and. by the weight 
of your infi@ence you have done much to pro- 
mote wise legisiation and to lead public opin- 
ion in channels of safety. [Applause.] I wish 
again to return my thanks for your kindness 
and express my profound appreciation of the 
kindly assurances you give of your sympathy 
and support.“ [Applause.]

HE STICKS BY CLEVELAND. 

New York, Sept. 22.—I Special. — The Sun 
says: Toa correspondent who askea ‘Can 
you advise youre men to vote for Gro- 
ver Cleveland?” the Rev. Henry Ward 
Beecher of Brooklyn’ replies as fol- 
lows: “As regards the sin of Cleve 
land in the Halpin case, when divested of 
the exaggerations, so far from bemg an en- 
couragemeht to sin it will be a vivid example 
and warping to ambitious young men to 
avoid evil and to maintain social purity.

What a lesson and what 
a teacher! The sin then consisted 
in being found out. The inconven- 
fence and mortification of exposure 
during a political canvass are punishment 
enough. Grover Cleveland bas earned promo- 
tion to the highest office in the land by his 
services to the cause of social purity as a vivid 
example and warning to ambitious young 
men. 

Is that what Mr. Beecher desires to say? 
Few men will be surprised to learn that 
Beecher stands by Cleveland. Few will be as- 
tonishea to bear from Mr. Beecher that Cieve- 
land's case “‘appeals very strongly to his 
“ generosity and chivairy.”

Hammered by Patsey Cardiff of Chi-

St. Lovrs, Mo., Sept. 22.—[Special.]—Five 
thousand people assembled in the Union Base- 
Bali Park this evening for the purpose of see- 
ing Patsey Cardiff of Chicago carry out his con- 
tract to knock out Jack King, a St. Louis 
slugger. The ring was pitched on the grass, 
and the fight took place with soft gioves 
under electric lights and Marquis of 
Queensberry rules. King is six feet 
high, of awkwara build, and, though 
not knocked out, be was badly beaten. He 
was knocked down twice in the seoond round, 
and Cardiff, who was making play for King's 
stomach, had him about done for when the po- 
lice interfered. Then the crowd overran the 
ring and the police took a band in the festivi- 
ties, laying about with their locusts in good 
style. The fight was for $500 a side. 

The first round was about even and nothing 
notable occurred. 

Second round—Cardiff forced the fighting and 
knocked King down. A heavy exchange on the 
face and body was then made, and the round 
ended in Cardiff s favor. 

Third round—Cardiff again forced the fight- 
ing, and King went down under a heavy biow 
under the left arm. More heavy exchanges 
tollowed, decidedly in favor of Cardiff. 

Fourth round—King showed great weakness, 
and Cardiff went to his corner and called him 
out. King responded, but acted mainly on the 
defensive. Cardiff again forced the fighting, 
and showered heavy and ravid biows on his op- 
ponent. 

At this point, and about haif a minute before 
time was called, Tom Kelly, King’s backer, en- 
tered the ring, separated the men, and ordered 
Cardiff to his corner. The police then inter- 
fered, and the referee decided the fight in 
favor of Cardiff. The crowd dispersed.

This morning at 3 o’clock a tornado also 
passed through Whitman and Oakley Town- 
sbips and along the Midland Road south, blow- 
ing down corn-cribs, shaking houses, and turn- 
ing over fences in its path. Four inches of hail 
fell near Argenta, breaking all the window- 
panes in several farm-houses.

CARL SCHURZ. 
HIS CINCINNATI SPEECH—WHAT HE THINKS OF 
THE CONTEST. 

CINCINNATI, O., Sept. 22)—([Special.] — Carl 
Schurz spoke tonight in German. on the issues 
of the campaign in the People's Theatre. The 
_ 1,500 seats in the house were all occupied, and 
there were several hundred persons on the 
stage and in the lobbies. The audience was 
friendly to Mr. Schurz and abplauded him fre- 
quently. He came upon the invitation of a 
number of Independent citizens,"" the word 
“ citizens” being changed te Republicans after 
the signatures to the invitation were obtained. 
The meeting was therefore a professedly Inde- 
pendent Republican meeting, but it is 
in dispute whether any considerable por- 
tion of the audience were ever Republicans. 
In an interview Mr. Schurz said: 1 to 
make a very thorough tour of Ohio, making 
speeches in every section 6f the State. The 
campaign I find is growing more spirited, and 
the attendance at public meetings very large. 
This shows that the people are aroused, are 
thinking, and I have great hopes in such cases 
that their better judgment will prevail. No, I 
am not making the tempérance question a 
prominent feature of my speeches to the Ger- 
mans, but merely presenting the attitude of 
the two candidates on that question. I 
think the Germans will be largely influenced 
in their votes by the question of the official in- 


tegrity of the candidates. The German people 
bave very fixed views in favor of honesty, and

Seventy per cent of the Illinois Germans 
would vote for him. I thnk the defeat of 
Blaine a public necessity. For that reason [ 
think every man who desires an honest Na- 
tional Administration honld vote for 
Newman tor Secretary @f State.

 NEWCOMB-BUCHANAN. 
FAILURE OF THE GREAT WHISKY COMPANY OF 
LOUISVILLE. 

Lovisvitim, Ky., Sept. 22.—[Special.]|—As- 
signments were piaced on record this morning 
from the great whisky corporation of the New- 
comb-Bucbanan Company, the largest affair of 
the kind in the South, and one of the largest in 
the Union. At the same time other assign- 
ments, also for the benefit of creditors, were 
filed by George C. Buchanan and Andrew 
Buchanan, the members of the firm. The 
deeds of assignment are all general in their 
terms, merely setting out that their liabili- 
ties are more than their assets, and 
that, finding themselves unable to meet the 
just demands upon them, they convey all 
their property, real and personal, for the bene- 
fit of their general creditors. They except 
such property as is exempt under the statutes. 
George W. Morris is made the assignee of the 
company, and of both George C. and Andrew 
Buchanan. 

It will be remembered that the Newcomb- 
Buchanan Company failed about two years 
ago, but finaily succeeded in obtaining an 
extension from their creditors. Their liabilities 
were then about $1,500,000, while their nominal 
assets were $2,000,000. Since then they have 
paid off many of their old debts by contracting 
new ones and reducing the bulk of the assets. 

Mr. W. T. Ralph, manager of the mercantile 
agency of R. G. Dun & Co., was inclined to 
treat the whole affair lightly. It is merely 
the culmination of their failure twp years ago: 
he said. and does not deserve any extended 
mention. There is nothing sensational about 
it. They obtained an extension upon their 
debts then, and finding themselves unable to 
meet them have turned the job over to an as- 
signee. There is no real assignment, for there 
is nothing to assign. It will not have the 
slighteet effect upon the market, the street, or 
the banks.“ 


The dealers generally, of whom all the more 
prominent ones were seen, took the same view 
ot the matter. It has been a question for 
two years,“ said one of them, whether they 
could pay out. It has beep decided in the 
negative, that is all.“ 

“Hurt?” said another. “Why should any 
one be hurt? This is an old tale. Since their 
failure and extension their credit has been 
nominal only. No one holds their paper ex- 
cept the men who were caught then and have 
not been aie to get out.“ 

MEMBERS OF THE FIRM MISSING. 

Rumors on the atreet say that George C. and 
Andrew Buchanan have ieft town. A son of 
one of them says: Father hasn't been seen 
since Sunday, and says he doesn't know where 
he has gone. Andrew Buchanan is also miss- 
ing and cannot be found. Nothing is known 
as to the condidon of the firm’s affairs further 
than stated in the assignment. The absence 
of the members of the firm from the city bas 
aroused suspicions of something wrong, but 
nothing is known to confirm them. Mr. Morris, 
the assignee, says that the firm has simply 
assigned, as they should have done a year ago. 


JEWELRY COLLAPSES. 
SAMUEL FRIEDMAN'S CREDITORS APPARENTLY 
OUT ABOUT $40,000. 

A series of business failures struck the 
Sheriff's office yesterday afternoon in the shape 
of confessions of judgment. 

In the Superior Court confessions aggregat- 
ing $40,000 were entered against S. Friedman & 
Co., wholesale jewelers at No. 182 Madison 
street, in the following order: Felsenthal, 
Gross & Miller. for $6,300; Adolph Moses, 
$2,300; Edson Keith, $854; H. Richler’s Sons, 
$5,250; E. Rothschild, $5,250: Max Lucke, 
$8,400; Isidor Eisenstadt, $377; B. Kuppen- 
heimer, $5,501; M. Gunkle & Son, $266; Abra- 
ham Hart, $3,417; and Felix Kahn. $2,092. 
The necessary writs were placed in the hands 
of Deputy-Steriff Burke, with instructions to 
close up the establishment, but when he ar- 
rived at the store he found it in possession of 
a constable and C. Bachrach, the latter claim- 
ing to be in possession of the premises by virtue 
of a obattel mortgage which he held against 
Friedman & Co. for $31,000 for borrowed 
money, and the firm not coming to time with 
the cash he had foreclosed the mortgage. Mr. 
Bacbrach expressed himself as very much dis- 
gusted after inspecting Friedman's stock, as it 
was made up of little else than plated ware, 
which, acco to the statement of merchants 
in the same line of business, was not worth 
$5,000. It was suggested that this was rather 
a queer looking transaction on the part 
of Friedman & Co. towards their 
creditors. Mr. Bachrach explained that, ac- 
cording to his opinion, Mr. Friedman was not 
to blaime for the apparently queer ‘transac- 
tion, but that the responsible party was 
Mark Streicher, Friedman's partner, who, while 
Friedman was absent in Minneapolis attending 
to his business interests there, engaged his 
oer pear brother-in-law and father-in-law, 

aul and William Teichman as traveling sales- 
men for the firm, but after supplying them 
with the most valuable articles in stock, and 
when they were outside the State joined them 
and left the business to ite fate. Streicher was 
in business for himself up to Jan, 1, but Fried- 
man, who had a suspender-factory im the same 
building with Streicher, being anxious to in- 
crease his Chicago business interests went into 
partnership with bim and left the manage- 
ment of affairs almost entirely in Streich- 


ers hands with the result stated. Mr. 
Bachrach says that Friedman is an 
honest business-man, and is to all 


appearances simply a victim to Streicher’s 
sharp practice. Adolph Moses, the attorney 
for Friedman, as well as one of his creditors, 
expressed the same opinion. Mr. Friedman 
has a large clothing establishment in Minneap- 
olis. It was stated yesterday, however, that a 
brother of Mark Streicher was a silent partner 
in the Minneapolis clothing house. 

HENRY G. MOORHEAD. 

Another jewelry dealer, Henry G. Moor- 
head, dom business at No. 211 Madison street, 
failed to the tune of nearly $1,720. He made 
an assignment for the benefit of his creditors 
to Joseph D. Hubbard. Soon after he had as- 
signed confessions of judgment were entered 
against him inthe Superior Court in favor of 
Charlotte W. Moorhead for $1,126, Alice 
Brown $429, and John Moorhead $165. Ac. 
cording to a schedule filed by himeeif bis lia- 
bilities amount to 86.070, while his assets, 
which consist of stock and book accounts, 
won't figure up more than $5,600.

The large parlor furniture manufactory of 
Jacob Beiersdorf at Nos. 412 to 416 South Canal 
street was closed by the Sheriff to satisfy con- 
fessions of judgment entered against him 
amounting to more than $32,000. They are as 
follows: Charies Miller for $8,400: Hattie J.

The cloakmaking firm of Harzfeldt & Co. at 
No. 242 Monroe street, which was reported in 
financial difficulties the other day, with several 
contessions of judgment, said yesterday there 
was nothing new in their affairs.

A GIRL’S ESCAPADE. 


She Steals $73,000 and Starts to Join Her 
Lover—The Property Re- 


covered. 


Bosrox, Mass., Sept. 22.—[ Special. —One of 
the most remarkable cases of crime on the part 
of a young person on record has just come to 
light in the neighboring town of South Fram- 
ingham. Last Friday night a man hurried 
into the inspector's office in Pemberton Square 
and wanted two officers to accompany bim to 
South Framingham to investigate a big rob- 
bery. Two inspectors were detailed upon the 
case, and upon reaching South Framingham 
they were conducted to the house of Mr. C. E. 
Robinson on Irving street. The family were 
in a state of great excitement over 
the loss of a valise containing about 
$73,000. The amount was divided as follows: 
$15,000 in bank bills, three $1,000 United States 
bonds, $7,000 worth ot diamonds, and $48,000 
worth of railroad stock. There was a at 
mystery about the loss of the valise. I as 
all right Thursday night, and there was no evi- 
dence that the house had been entered during 
the night. Suspicion at once rested upon the 
servants, but they soon proved their inno- 
cence. The officers searched the house until 
2 o' clock Saturday morning and again dur 
ing the day, but no trace of the 
bag could be found. In the afternoon they 
were joined by Detective Bean, but with no 
better results. Finally Inspector Richardson 
went to the neighboring house. The inmates 
were at first very reticent and would give no 
information that would lead to the unraveling 
of the mystery. They said that they did not 
waat to get the two families involved ina 
quarrel. At last the girl said that she and her 
mother saw Sadie Robinson leave the 
house by the back door early Friday morn- 
ing in her nightdress and put a valise 
in the buikhead. This was the first 
clew, and Inspector Richardson sought the 
young girl to get an explanation of her con- 
duct. Sadie is only 13 years old, but her mind 
has been so filled with nonsensicai ideas about 
runaway marriages that she had often talked 
about them. When charged with stealing tne 
money sbe at first indignantly denied it, but 
when confronted with the facts she confessed 
that she was the thief. She said that Friday 
morning she took the valise with ber when she 
went to school in Boston. Thus far her story 
was true. She then said that she had given it 
to a woman in Boston. What ber relations to 
this woman were she failed to state. But she 
told a blood-curdling story of having her life 
threatened unless she complied with the de- 
mand for money. She said she met the woman 
in the Albany station and gave her the valise 
containing the valuables. The woman, she 
said, cut the valise open with a large knife, the 
same knife with which her life had been 
threatened, and transferred the contents of one 
valise to the other. The woman was arrested 
Sunday morning and was held in custody all 
day. She denied having had anything to do 
wig the robbery. 

e girl finally exonerated the woman and 
confessed that she alone was to blame. She 
said that she took the valise to a drug store on 
Church street, Boston, and asked permission 
to leave it until Monday. She then went to 
school. She promised to conduct the officers 
to the store if they would take her to Boston. 
They did so. They drove up to the store and 
the clerk was sent for. The girl told 
him she wanted the valise she had left 
with him Friday, and he brought it 
to the carriage. It was hastily opened, and the 
money, stocks, and diamonds were all there 
with the exception of about $700. She had 
taken the vaiuabies from the old valise in the 
Providence depot and had thrown the empty 
bag into the Charles River. Having recovered 
the stolen property, the officers were anxious 
to ascertyin the reasons the girl had for steal- 
ing. She confessed that she loved a young 
man, whose name she refused to give, 
and had taken the money with the in- 
tention of eloping. The early discovery of 
the robbery had interfered somewhat with ber 
plans. The family refuse to make any prose 
cution in the case, but they will undoubtedly 
adopt some means to take the romantic notions 
out of the girl's head and give her a more 
practical view of life. The girl, while only 13 
years old, is remarkably developed, weighing 
almost 200 pounds. The missing $700 is sup- 
posed to have been left unobserved in tho 
pocket of the valise when it was thrown ipto 
the river. The money was Owned by the girl's 
mother, who intended to purchase a house. 
She had carried it about with ber for several 
days wherever she went, and its supposed loss 
nearly killed her.

Milwaukee Ideas on the Terminal Bonds 
Today's Meeting of Transcon- 
tinental Managers. 


The New Pooling Agreement to Be Discussed 
Fresh Ontbreak of the Indianapo- 
lis Rate War. 


The General Freight Agents of the 
Missouri River Roads Establish Rates 
That Will Prevent Shipments, 

The General F t Agents of the various 
roads interested ih the Nebraska business botb 
east and west of the Missouri River and Mr. 
Joseph F. Tucker, arbitrator and chief execu- 
tive officer of the new Nebraska combination, 
held another meeting yesterday for the purpose 
of arranging new tariffs to remain in effect 
until next January. Another meeting will be 
held today to complete the work. The new 
rates agreed upon are substantially the same 
as those in effect before the Western Trunk 
Line Association was organized. The new rates 
between Chicago and Council Bluffs are on the 
basjs of 30 cents on wheat and provisions 
and 25 cents on other grain. It was ex- 
pected that the difference of five cents 
per 100 pounds heretofore existing on grain 
and provisions between Chicago and Council 
Bluffe and Chicago and Kansas City would be 
done away with, but the Burlington, it is 
claimed, objected to a change, and conse- 
quently the old rates were reéstablished. 
There is no reason whatever why the rates be- 
tween Chicago and Councii Bluffs or Omaha 
should be higher than the rates between Chi- 
cago and Kansas City, as the distances between 
those points are nearly the same. The distance 
between Chicago and Kansas City by the Chi- 
cago & Alton is 489 miles, and between Chicago 
and Council Bluffs by the Chieago & North- 
western, or Chicago, Milwaukee & St. Paul, 488 
miles. It is the opiaion that a mistake has 
been made in restoring the old tariff rates. 
With the present prices of grain and provis- 


ions in this and Eastern markets, 
the business cannot bear the for- 
mer high freight charges, and the 


action of the roads iu this matter is sure to pre- 


vent shipments from Missouri River points to 
this city. After deducting the prevailing 
freignt charges, producers would barely get 
the cost of production, and therefore they will 
hold on to their products until necessity com- 
pels them to sell. The cause of the heavy de- 
crease in earnings of all Missouri River roads 
is entirely due to the fact that farmers refuse 
to dispose of their products at the prevailing 
prices. If the railroads mean to secure enough 
business to enable them to iocrease their earn- 
ings they must make the lowest rates possible. 
They would certainly do much better by tak- 
ing a small profit on large shipments than 
by insisting upon such rates that will 
place an embargo upon the business. They 
are under the impression that the heavy 
crops raised this year must come forward 
sooner or later, but they seem to forget that 
crops in the East and in Europe have also been 
unusually heavy and that there is no foreign 
and Eastern demand for our products at the 
prevailing prices. They ought to know that 
when the price of wheat in this market is 
about $1 per bushel it can stand a much higher 
» freight-rate than when itis only about 60 cents 
per bushel. 

As already stated, the new agreement pro- 
vides only for the pooling of the cattle busi- 
ness, but all other business will be carried 
on as heretofore, except that the roads 
are 28 to maintain agreed rates, 
and Mr. Tucker has the authority to 

enforce them. No penalties for violation of 
rates are provided, tut Mr. Tucker, after find- 
ing that a road has cut the rate, ie authorized 
to order a general reduction to the lowest rate 
made. Under these circumstances it is hardly 
probable that regular tariff rates can be malu- 
tained until the expiration of the temporary 
agreement, Jan. 1 next, as some of the roads 
are quite likely to give special inducements to 
shippers in order to increase their business, 
and if this is found out Mr. Tucker will be com- 
pelled to order a general reduction. It looks 
very much as though tne principal object for 
making the temporary agreement on Nebraska 
business was for the purpose of securing a fair 
division and paying rates on the Nebraska cat- 
tle business, which is heaviest at this season of 
the year. 


Sensational Rumors Regarding the 
Expenditure of the New Terminal 
Facilities Bonds“ of the Milwaukee 
& St. Paul. 

MILWAUKER, Wis., Sept. 22.—[Special.]— 
None of the stories which have emanated from 
here in regard to the Chicago, Milwaukee & St. 
Paul Railway Company's plan concerning new 
depots, etc., had any authority based on in- 
formation furnished by the company’s officials. 
Not one of the officials nowin the city will 
communicate any direct information in regard 
to the matter, but all unite in saying that none 
of the reports published are correct. 

Mr. Roswell Miller, Acting General Manager 
of the company, said to THe TRIBUNE corre- 
spondent this evening: “Ido not wish to be 
questioned at allon this matter. I am not at 
liberty to communicate any information what- 
ever in regard to the matter. President 
Mitchell is still in New York. He will return 
In a few days, and then he will communicate 
all intelligence required concerniag future 
movements. Of course a new depot will be 
built here, bat how soon or exactly where it 
would be difficultto say. If I had full authority 
in the matter to go ahead and build a depot in 
this city I must confess I don’t know where 


I would build it. We want to do 
away with the ‘backing’ of dust 
ness here, and we must do away 


with it. The proper site for a depot in this 
city will be where there can be straight work 
and no delays. But anybody who wants to 
know where the money raised by the disposal 
ot terminal-facility bonds is to be laid out 
must wait till Mr. Mitcheil comes home.” 

A rumor is afloat in certain circles here to 
the effect that under certain contingencies Mr. 
Mitchell will resign the Presidency of the com- 
pany, and that the general offices will be re- 
moved to Chicago, the money to be raised by 
the new bonds to be expended mainly in that 
city. Mr. Miller and other officials deny all 
knowledge of the origin of such a rumor and 
say that the talk of removing the gencral of- 
fices to Chicago probably grows out of the fact 
that so many of the officials of the road have 
been in Chicago lately.

In order to 
cover up their schemes they are charging 
that Mr. S. B. Elkins is colonizing colored 
men along one of the West Virginia roads of 
which he is a director, Among the directors 
of the same road are ex-Senators Barnum of 
Connecticut and Davis of West Virginia, and 
Senators Gorman and Bayard, whoare active 
managers of the Democratic campaign. 


A DELEGATION of Methodist clergymen 
numbering over 100 and headed by Bishop 
King of Brooklyn waited on Mr. Blaine at 
his hotel in New York City yesterday, Mr. 
Blaine had no notice of their coming, but 
was greatly pleased at the visit. The dele 
gation represented in the aggregate about 
50,000 people, and through Bishop King the 
members declared that the call was the result 
of deliberate consultation. They had exam- 
ined, he said, into every one of the charges 
made against Mr. Blaine, and they had dis- 
covered absolutely nothing to shake their 
confidence in him. At the same time they 
had come to the conclusion that every man 
who was an advocate of pure morals 
and decent life should support his can- 
didacy. Mr. Blaine cordially thanked his 
visitors for their expression of confidence. 
The incident gives great satisfaction to the 
Republican leaders and is particularly signifi- 
cant in view of the Rev. Henry Ward Beech- 
er’s declaration yesterday morning in favor 
of Cleveland, which is unmercifully ridiculed 
by secular people and universally condemned 
by religious men. It will but serve to keep 
the Halpin scandal prominently before the 
public. 


Prominent Republicans of Cleveland and 
Cuyahoga County, Ohio, yesterday expressed 
themselves very hopefully as to the prospects 
of success in that State. Ex-Congressman 
Amos Townsend thinks that Cuyahoga Coun- 
ty will come within measurable distance of 
giving an old-timie Republican majority of 
7,000 this year, though it gave Hoadly 400 
majority. A very large percentage of the 
Germans who voted for Hoadly will support 
Blaine. Besides, the full vote of the West- 
ern Reserve will be brought out this time, 
and a large number of Irishmen and work- 
ingmen will act with the icans on the 
tariff issue.

BOURBONS AND THE LEGISLATURE. 

It is becoming more and more evident 
every day that the managers of the Demo- 
cratic campaign in this State are concentrat- 
ing all their energies on the attempt to carry 
the Legislature. They are arranging to trade 
off Congressmen, county candidates, and even 
their Presidential ticket to obtain votes for 
their legislative candidates, Carter Harrison 
acquiesces in this project because it is under- 
stood that he shal! be elected to Logan’s seat 
in the United States Senate in case the Legis- 
lature be Democratic. The brewers and sa- 
loonists fayor it because their efforts in be- 
half of Democratic success look to the re- 
peal of the Harper law for their reward. 

The United States Senate is the goal of 
Harrison’s ambition since he was compelled 
to abandon the hope of a nomination for 
Vice-President at the hands of the late Na- 
tional Convention. He expects to go to the 
Senate if he can be elected Governor, but he 
would rather make sure of the Senate by 
sacrificing the Governorship than to risk the 
loss of both by insisting upon fair party deal- 
ing all around. He has never felt the slight- 
est confidence that the State would vote for 
Cleveland, but he knows the possibilities of 
shrewd trading in gaining the Legislature. 
What does he cate about Cleveland if he can 
go to the Senate? Would he lle awake o 
nights if a Democratic Congressman should 
fail of election here and therein case his 
own ambition were gratified? He can even 
afford to have votes for Governor sacrificed 
if such sacrifice shall result in the choice of a 
Demoeratic Legislature, for he has mighty 
little hope of being elected Governor. Hence 
it is easy to understand why Harrison con- 
sents to the swapping and trading which the 
campaign managers are trying to make on 
the Legislature. 

The brewers, saloonists, and professed 
manipulators of the German vote assent with 
equal readiness to this program, because 
their purpose is to secure a repeal of the 
Harper law, to which the election of a Demo- 
cratic majority in the Legislature is absolute- 
ly essential, and thereby throw the five 
millions of license they pay on to the shoul- 
ders of the taxpayers. But there is one im- 
portant point they ignore. Their end is not 
to be gained simply by the choice of a Demo- 
crati¢ Legislature. The election of Harrison 
to the Senate would not achieve the purpose 
they have in view. They need the Governor 
as well as the Legislature to assure the re- 
peal of the Harper law. A Democratic Leg- 
islature might do its part, but a Republican 
Governor might veto the Repeal bill; then 
the brewers and saloonists would be as badly 
off as before, for the election of a two-thirds 
Democratic majority to override a Governor’s 
veto is entirely out of the question. If the 
liquor men who are putting up the money 
for the Democratic campaign in order to have 
the Harper law repealed will consider the 
matter from this point of view they will not 
be so content with the trading designs enter- 
tained by the Democratic managers. They 
will insist upon a square fight for Harrison 
as well as the Legislature. 

Evidences of the purpose to concentrate 
on the Legislature may be found in the 
course taken by the Democratic politicians in 
Cook County with reference to the Congres- 
sional candidates. The other day an obscure 
young lawyer was nominated in the Fourth 
District, though the district contains some of 
the most conspicuous Democrats in the State. 
Why didn’t they nominate Lambert Tree, 
J. V. Le Moyne, Goudy, Winston, Kimball, 
or some such man? Simply because they 
wanted a candidate whom they could 
sell out and trade off. The situation 
in the Third District will be peculiarly 
favorable to these tactics, for it looks 
as though there will be two Republican candi- 
dates and perhaps no Democratic candidate. 
So in the Second District the best elements 
of the party would like to see Frank Lawler, 
the regular candidate, beaten. In the First 
District some man will be selected to run for 
Congress whom the workers will have no 
scruples about throwing overboard. Even 
the county ticket may be sacrificed to the 
same end if it be thought necessary todo so. 

It is not at all likely that this scheme will 
win, but it is well that the Republicans 
everywhere in the State should understand 
it in order to protect themselves from it. 
The Republicans have always carried the 
Legislatue when they have elected the State 
ticket, and the manner of voting for the legis- 
lative candidates will assure the same result 
in the future if the Republicans stand by 
their candidates and refuse every temptation 
to trade votes. 


HUNTINGTON’S TRANSCONTINENTAL 

The last spike was quietly driven the 
other day in the first railroad in the United 
States that can rightly be called a trans- 
continental line.” This spike bound to the 
ties the last rail in the road which Hunting- 
ton, Crocker, and Stanford have made it the 
crowning ambition of their lives to lay across 
the continent. These men now have a rail- 
way of their own from the Atlantic tothe 
Pacific, and sitting in their private cars can 
ride from San Francisco to Newport News 
without leaving their own tracks. This is 
the consummation of plans which they laid 
fifteen years ago, when they first began the 
construction of the Southern Pacific. They 
have pursued the realization of their schemes 
with the dauntless ability and the masterful 
strength with which they must be credited 
even by the critics who have most sharply 
censured them for their misuse of the powers 
intrusted to them by the public. They have 
achieved. their purposes in spite of the laws 
of Nature and of man. They have gone with 
equal ease through Congress and the deserts 
of Arizona. There was a moment last spring 
when it seemed as if the King of Terrors in 
the money market had marked Hantington 
and his partners for its own, but they out- 
rode even that pursuer, and have survived to 
drive their last spike in peace. 

By way of dramatic contrast there comes 
simultaneously with the unostentatious an- 
nouncement that this great enterprise is done 
the report of the Northern Pacific for last 
year with an item stating the cost of its 
only greatest last spike excursion to have 
been $178,000. That last spike was a coffin 
nail, The only ceremonial attending the 
completion “of the Huntington transconti- 
nental was the passage over the last link fin- 
“shed of a train consisting of one coach, one 
dining car, and one baggage car and carrying 
the chief officers of that division, which is 
Officially known as the Louisville, New Or- 
leans & Texas, and connects Memphis and 


New Orleans. There was no blowout, no free 


champagne gen tor Dukes and Barons trom 
Europe, no transcontinental panorama to im- 
press Wall street with the advisability of 
putting the stock up to par—nothing but a 
business trip with as few cars as would carry 
the officers who were to examine the road. 

There is a difference of opinion about the 
value of the new road. Its projectors ex- 
pect it to be the great highway between the 
two oceans; its critics, like the Financial 
Chronicle, do not believe it will get much of 
the through traffic. It is, they say, too long 
and circuitous, running as it does way down 
to New Orleans and then way up to Louis- 
ville. But there can be no difference of 
opinion about this being the greatest enter- 
prise that has ever yet been carried through 
in this country or any other under the leader- 
ship of private individuals. There is no- 
where else 80 vast a combination of capital 
and charters, of money and monopolies, in 
the control of a single set of men. What is 
known as the Jay Gould system in the South- 
west, including the Wabash, has a greater 
nominal number of miles and dollars, but these 
are not real things—only watery semblances of 
actualities. The Huntington system is not a 
mere aggregation of existing lines patched 
together for stock exchange purposes. More 
than half of its main line of 4,070 miles 
had to be built. To hasten the completion of 
the last piece—the Louisville, New Orleans & 
Texas, which runs between Memphis and 
New Orleans—the work of construction was 
divided between twenty corporations, each of 
which did a part. The following table will give 
the public a clearer idea than any amount of 
comment of thé work Huntington and his 
partners have done and the power they have 
gathered into their hands. It gives the mile- 
age and the capitalization, including water, 
of the various roads they have bought and 
built, including the Central Pacific:

With all its extensions and connections, in- 
cluding that by which the Huntington syndi- 
vate reaches Chicago, this system covers not 
less than 8,000 miles of transportation. It 
strings together San Francisco, El Paso, San 
Antonio, Houston, Galveston, New Orleans, 
Baton Rouge, Memphis, Vicksburg, Louis- 
ville, Cincinnati, Richmond, Chicago. The 
seveuteen iron steamers which the syndicate 
acquired when it bought Morgan’s Lou- 
isiana & Texas Line extend its lines of 
carriage to New York, Havana, and the ports 
of Mexico. The land-grants belonging to the 
different roads contain uncounted millions of 
acres, which now pass under the control of 
three or four persons. This little handful of 
men dominates the highways of ten States 
and Territories. Their power of taxation is 
governmental and their revenues are im- 
perial. All these different corporations will 
be welded into one. The men Huntington, 
Stanford, and Crocker will die, but the cor- 
poration will live. The country must rule it 
or it will rule the country. 


TBE TWO CAMPAIGNS CONTRASTED. 

The essential difference between the Re- 
publican and Democratic campaigns is, that 
while the former is full of enthusiasm and 
sentiment the latter is dull and phlegmatic. 
The Republican campaign has given birth to 
a multitude of lyries of a stirring sort, bring- 
ing out the feelings and ideas of the canvass; 
but no poet has found any inspiration in the 
rhymeless Democratic candidates to tune his 
lyre or any sentiment in their cause or idea 
in their platform that can be incorporated in 
verse. In every city, town, and village of 
the North some of these lyrics have been set 
to music, and the old songs of past campaigns 
and of the War period have also been util- 
ized. 

Hardly a Republican meeting is held at which 
some glee club is not present stirring up the 
people with its enthusiastic music. There is 
no music in the Democratic gatherings. No 
vocal clubs chant the praises of their candi- 
dates, and if they have martial music their 
hired bands mainly discourse the old War 
tunes which were not Democratic music 
twenty years ago. The marching club organ- 
izations are another distinctive feature of the 
Republican campaign. Every procession is 
filled with Plumed Knights, clad in gay uni- 
forms, bearing the old insignia of chivalry, 
and manifesting the enthusiasm and dash 
which characterized the old days. As the 
knights of old used frequently to escort their 
ladies, this feature is also being imitated, and 
in many places ladies’ clubs are being formed 
to ride by the side of their knights. The 
Democratic processions, whenever any are 
formed, have no distinctive organizations, 
uniforms, or insignia. ‘They are recruited in 
the streets, not in elub-rooms. They are not 
distinguished by names, are not divided into 
clubs, and illustrate no idea or sentiment. 
There is no common enthusiasm to bind 
them together. 

While there is nothing in their candidates 
or in their platform to rouse the enthusiasm 
of the Democrats, they have not even the en- 
thusiasm which arises from the discussion of 
issues. They have nothing upon which they 
can make an appeal to the people. Their 
candidates’ records are so bad privately and 
publicly that they cannot hold them up with 
pride. Their platform is so barren that it is 
destitute of a single issue with which they 
can arouse or stir the people, while, on the 
other hand, the Republican platform is so 
strong and so popular that they dare not at- 
tack it. Sheuld they assail any one of its 
planks it would only alienate votes from 


‘their own ranks, Hence they are limited 


to personal abuse as their only cam- 
paign stock in trade—the weakest and 
most dangerous weapon that can be 
used in a political canvass. From 
the first day of the campaign to the present 
their orators and newspapers, and the mer- 
cenary Independent Hessians who have joined 
them, have confined themselves to personal 
abuse of Mr. Blaine. It is a campaign of 
persecution on the Democratic side, not of 
argument, or discussion, or principle. Hence 


there is nothing upon which they can rouse’ 


enthusiasm. They are ashamed of their 
candidates and of their makeshift platform, 
neither of which offers a single idea or senti- 
ment that can rouse the party. 

Another cause of the difference in the two 
campaigns is to be found in the personality 
of the candidates. James G. Blaine has all 
the qualities which make him the leader of 
men and which draw men to him by strong 
personal ties. He is magne‘ic, dashing, 
spirited, and brainy. He is a thorough 
American and devotedly in love with his own 
country, which he believes to be the best in 
the world, His long public career has been 
marked by instant and courageous defense of 
American citizens wherever they happened 
to be. He is an open-handed, big-hearted 
champion, full of courage, geniality, 
and He stands by his 


friends and he meets. his enemies 
face to face. Such a man draws men to him 
and rouses their enthusiasm. Against him 
is opposed a man who is dull, cold, heavy, 
and logy in his association with men, with 
the reminiscences of the Buffalo hangman 
and the instincts of the libertine; a man 
without a record in public affairs and without 
a name among men; a man who as Mayor 
most distinguished himself by his antipathy 
to soldiers, and who as Governor antagonized 
workingmien by vetoing every measure that 
pertained to their welfare, and made himself 
the tender to monopolists. Such a man can- 
not rouse enthusiasm. 

The Republican candidate for the Vice- 
Presidency was the Marshal Ney of the War, 
the bravest of the brave, who fought the 
War through to the end and never lost a 
battle when he led the attack, and since that 
time has done good service in the councils ot 
the Nation. His name and his presence are 
enough to set the old soldiers wild with en- 
thusiasm and rouse the ardent spirits of the 
young men. 

Opposed to Gen Logan is Thomas A. Hen- 
dricks, a fire-in-the-rear Copperhead, who 
never drew a loyal breath, who never spoke 
or wrote a word during the struggle in favor 
of supporting the Government or prosecuting 
the War, and who opposed every measure 
which Abraham Lincoln proposed for saving 
the country. Sucha man has no qualities to 
inspire enthusiasm. It is for these reasons 
that the Democratic campaign is dull, sodden, 
and heavy, and it is for the opposit of these 
reasons that the Republican ranks are full of 
animation and enthusiasm as they march on 
to victory. 


THE Republicans of Illinois need to keep a 
sharp lookout in the matter of the election of 
members of the Legislature. Under Mr. Me- 
dill’s pet system of minority repr 
device for making only two blades of grass to 
grow where three could just as well be raised 
is afforded a fine opportunity for the slipping in 
of Democratic candidates in Republican dis- 
tricts, and thereby hangs the real purpose of 
Carter Harrison’s canvass. He does not expect 
to be elected Governor, of course, but he does 
hope to see a Democratic Legislature chosen, 
which shaligelect him to the Senate.—St. Louts 
Glube- Democrat. 


There is some truth in the concluding sen- 
tence of the above paragraph, but the rest 
of it is arrant nonsense. 

1. One House of the Legislature—the Sen- 
| ate—is elected on the old plan. There are 
fifty-one Senatorial districts. If the Repub- 
licans carry a majority of these they will 
also havea majority of the Lower House, 
for every Republican Senatorial district will 
have at least two Republican Representatives 
under the minority plan. 

2. If three blades of grass” could be 
made to grow in Republican districts on the 
old grab-all plan where only two grow under 
the minority method, wouldn’t that also be 
true in the Democratic districts ? How many 
Republican members of the Legislature could 
the Globe-Democrat guarantee from Southern 
and Central Illinois if the minority system 
did not obtain? The Republican minorities 
secure representation in Democratic districts 
which offset Democratic minorities in Repub- 
lican districts. The fight for the Legislature 
turns on securing a majority of the districts. 

8. It the old system of electing members 
of the Legislature prevailed, under which 
the votes of counties were not divided, the 
Republicans would be in constant danger of 
losing the Legislature even though they could 
carry the State by 20,000 or 30,000 majority. 
The struggle would perpetually be narrowed 
down to Cook County, which elects ten 
members to the Senate and thirty to the 
House. If Cook County should go Demo- 
craticeven by a few hundred, while the rest 
of the State might roll up 40,000 or 50,000 
majority, the Democrats would secure the 
Legislature, as it would only be necessary 
for them to hold the central and southern 
counties, which they have never lost at any 
general election since the Republican party 
was organized. 

As a matter of fact, the present Illinois 
plan of voting by Senatorial districts and 
providing for minority representation in the 
Lower House is the best guarantee it would 
be possible to have against the danger of the 
party in the minority securing the control of 
the Legislature while beaten in the State, 
The Democrats in 1858 carried the Legis- 
lature and elected Douglas Senator over 
Lincoln notwithstanding the Republicans 
elected the State ticket by a handsome ma- 
jority.

He was one of thirteen who voted against 
the first bill for the admission of Colorado, and 
one of twelve who voted against the second 
Colorado bill—both being vetoed by President 
Johnson. 

He was one of fourteen who voted against 
the admission of Nebraska, and one of nine 
who voted against passing the bill over the veto 
in 1867.

There is this much 
justice in the statement, we confess: Tus 
CuicaGO TRiBUNE has entered into a con- 
spiracy with most of the farmers in the North- 
west to hold back suppiies of wheat until 
something like a fair price can be realized. The 
farmers are not exactly the geese the Wall 
street sharks seem to take them for. They 
will not part with much of their wheat at prices 
so far below the cost of production as those 
now prevailing in Chicago and New York.

The Toledo Council appropriated $3,000 to send 
a lobby to Washington to remedy the omission. 
Jacob Romers, Hurd’s Republican competitor, 
is an active and popular German, who has 
served several terms as Mayor of Toledo and 
whose character is irreproactable. Hancock's 
plurality inthe district was 102; Hoadly, re- 
ceiving the German vote, had 5,700 majority. 
Hurd’s majority two years ago was 1,104. 
His district 
is composed of Lucas, Ottawa, Erie, and 
Sandusky Counties. They are all interested in 
grape-growing and wine and in the lake trade. 
Toledo has also general manufacturing. The 
wine men generally are opposing Hurd, be- 
cause the Morrison bill reduction of the wine 
tariff would have destroyed their entire busi- 
ness. But, aside from this, a general bolt 
from the Democratic ranks has begun which is 
due partly to Hurd’s non-residence in the 
district. He is never in Toledo except when 
his election is at stake.

OUR CABLE LETTER. 
CONTRADICTORY AND CONFUSING ORDERS BEL- 
ATIVE TO THE EGYPTIAN CAMPAIGN. 

Loxpon, Sept 22.—|Special.|—The rumor 
current today, and which was publisbed es a 
fact by some of the afternoon papers, that 
Gen. Lord Wolseley bad ordered the forward- 
ing of all the troops intended for the relief of 
Gen. Gordon at Khartoum stopped created an 
immense sensation in military circles. The 
members of the camel corps were especially 
downcast at the prospect of being obliged to 
forego the pleasures of a novel active service 
for which they had been making the most ex- 
tensive preparations. Tonight later dispatches 
show that Lord Wolseleys .first telegrams 
were either misinterpreted or that the 
War Office people became confused, for 
it now appears that the only detachment which 
has been ordered to suspend preparations for 
the Nile campaign is “the one stationed at 
Malta, which is composed entirely of infantry. 
All the others will proceed to Egypt according 
to the original program. The state of excite- 
ment and confusien which prevailed today in 
the departments directly concerned with the 
forwarding of Lord Wolseley’s army of the 
Nile amounted to absolute chaos. Orders were 
issued one moment and rescinded the next. 
Workmer employed in the shipment of stores 
were discharged and shortly afterward re- 
engaged, and every high official seemed 
to have lost his head for the time being: It is 
believed in military circles that the Govern- 
ment is in receipt of further advices from Gen. 
Gordon, which indicate that he is fully capable 
of not only holding his own, but of accomplish- 
ing the full extent of his mission with 
very little military assistance. Lord Wolse- 
ley’s presence in Egypt, however, and the 
possibility of complications with France and 
Germany on the bond question, will probably 
prevent any radical or sudden change from 
the present plan of sending a large body of 
fresh troops to that country, whether they 
are necessary for the pacification of the Sou- 
dan or not. 

There is a good deal of grumbling at what 
appears to be the reticence of the Government 
in the matter of making public the latest news 
from Khartoum, es there is a general feeling 
that dispatches giving favorable reports are 
being suppressed. 

THE FRANOG-CHINESE IMBROGLIO. 

Members ot the Chinese Embassy 
themselves in indignant terms at what they 


respondent of the Times at Foo Chow in his 
dispatches, which unmercifuliy condemn tne 
stupidity and cowardice of the Chinese officers 
and troops.

THE EXPEDITION TO KHARTOUM. 

LONDON, Sept. 22.—Gen. Lord Wolseley bas 
telegraphed to the War-Office to stop forward- 
ing troops to Egypt for the present. It is be- 
lieved that the éxpedition for the relief of 
Khartoym will be reduced toa flying column, 
owing to the favorable news from Gen. Gordon. 

Orders were received at Woolwich today from 
the Admiralty suspending work on the trans- 
ports for Egypt, but afterward these orders 
were rescinded and directions given to com- 
plete the shipment of stores without delay. 

FRANCE’'S DEMAND. 


Consul there has been instructed by his Gov- 
ernment to make a formal demand on Nubar 
Pasha, the Egyptian Prime Minister, for the 
withdrawal of the letter issued the 17th inst. 
suspending the sinking fund. 

- THE SIEGE RAISED. 

Carro, Sept. 22.—A dispatch from the French 
Consul at Khartoum has been received con- 
firming the previous reports that the siege of 
that city had been raised. The dispatch fur- 
ther states that the country in the neighbor- 
hood of Kbartoum is freed from rebels, and 
the obtaining of foud supplies is comparatively 
easy. ‘ 

THE REBELS. 

It is reported that El Mahdi intends to rein- 
force bis troops operating before Khartoum. 
The friendly Amarars have again defeated the 
Hadendowas, and the latter have appealed to 
Osman Digma for assistance. The Amarars 
lost thirty killed id the encounter. 

MORE NEWS FROM GORDON. 

Two fresh messages have been received from 
Gen. Gordon in which be still insists upon the 
Turkish occupation of the Soudan.

BELGIUM. 
THE SCHOOL LAW. 

BRUSSELS, Sept. 22.—The Burgomaster of this 
city bas iesued a proclamation pointing out the 
duty of obeying the Schoo: law recently passed 
by Parliament and signed by the King. He 
says it can be legally combated at the com- 
munal elections, He forbids the holding of 
meetings in the streets, and appeals to the citi- 
zens to maintain order. 

The streets of this city were filled this even- 
ing with excited throngs of people, but they 
were mostly sightseers. A few groups paraded, 
Singing and shouting. The police easily dis- 
persed the groups. A decree is published au- 
nouncing that the director of the Nationale 
newspaper is expelled the country for printing 
violent republican articies.

THE BRITISH GRAIN TRADE. 

LONDON, Sept, 22.—The Mark Lane Express, 
in its weekly review of the corn trade, says: 
Fine, hot weather causes very favorable condi- 
tions for next year’s crops. Values have de- 
clined. Sales of English wheat the last week 
were 74,135 quarters at 83 shillings 10 pence, 
against 60,444 quarters at 41 shillings 9 pence 
the corresponding week last year. In the for- 


eign trade there has been a further decline 


and values are only nominal. The off-coast 
trade 1s confined to a few Australian cargoes 
and one American, which sold at 32 shillings 3 
pence. There were ten arrivals during the 
week and seven sales. Two cargoes were with- 
drawn and five remained. Fifteen cargoes are 
now due. In London the trade is much de- 
pressed. Flour is sixpence lower and maize 
very quiet. Barley is sixpence lower and oats 
quiet. Beans and peas are unchanged; busi- 
ness in them is steady.

BENJAMIN D. SKINNER. 
SUICIDE OF THE SON OF A CHICAGO CLERGYMAN 

New York, Sept. 22.—|Special.|—Benjamin 
D. Skinner, son of the Rev. T. H. Skinner, 
D. D., ot Chicago, died in this city this forenoon 
from the effects of a dose of morphine, taken, 
it is believed, with suicidal intent. Mr. Skin- 
ner was a member of the Manbattan Club and 
had lived at the club-house & long time, but re- 
cently he moved to No. 144 West Twenty-first 
street. He arrived home rather late last night, 
and at 9 o' clock this morning, not having come 
down to breakfast, a servant went to his room 
to call bim. It was noticed that be was 
breathing very beavily, and the fact was re- 
ported to the Jandlady, who at once went to 
Mr. Skinner’s room and discovered his condi- 
tion. His appearance indicated that he was 
dying, and, as a bottle containing sulphate of 
morphia was found in the room, it was sur- 
mised that he had taken poison. An antidote 
of strong coffee was administered without 
effect, and medical assistance was summoned. 
Mr. Skinuer died a few minutes after the ar- 
rival of the doctor. On a table near the bed 
stood a goblet, in the bottom ot which were 
found morphine crystals, showing that he had 
| burriedly taken a very strong dose. The Cor- 
oner was notified and the body removed to an 
undertaking establishment. A gold wateh and

INVENTED Ir. 


New York, Sept. 22.—(Special.]—Those per-

the Bell Telephone Company and others against 
the People’s Telephone Company and others, 
and it was expected tliat as ex-Senator Conk- 
ling and Senator Edmunds were opposing coun- 
sel there would be something worth hearing. 

Mr. Conkling, fairly luminous in a suit of 
light-brown clothes and a wavy brown cravat, 
moved about the room in unnatural silence. 
Mr. Edmunds confined the dozen or so words 
of his remarks to the technical points of the 
care, and J. J. Storrow, a Boston lawyer, who 
appeared for the Bell Company, spoke all day 
in a style that would have done credit to a 
lecturer on scientific subjeete of purely tech- 
nical interest. Mr. Storrow has associated with 
him Mr. Conkling, Edward N. Dickerson, and 
Edward N. Dickerson Jr., of New York, Chaun- 
cey Smith of Boston, and Charles Houston of 
Philadelphia. The counsel for the People’s 
Company are Senator Edmunds, ex-Judge Hill, 
Melville Church, M. W. Jacobs, and T. 8. E. 
Dixon of Chicago. The suit grew out of the 
attempt of the People’s Telephone Company, 
whice in 1880 had purchased the electrical in- 
ventions of Daniel Drawbaugh of Elberley's 
Mills, Pa., to manufacture and sell telephones. 
The Bell Telephone Company, which owned 
the inventions patented by Alexander Graham 
Bell in 1876, secured from Judge Blatchford a 
temporary injunction Oct. 22, 1882, re- 
straining the People's Company from manu- 
facturing telephones. The People’s Company 
put in an answer claiming that before 
the invention of the Bell, Gray, and Edison 
telephones, Daniel Drawbaugh had constructed 
and operated practical working electric speak- 
ing telephones ’’ at Eberly’s Mills, and had shown 
them to a large number of people, and that 
these machines contained all the material and 
substantial parts and inventions set out in 
Beil's patent.“ and, in addition, contained 
„other important and valuable inventions in 
electric and magnetic telephony.” 

The taking of testimony befere Commis- 
sioner Ott was finished June 23, 1884. 
Drawbaugh answered 1,759 questions, and 
about 500 other witnesses were examined. 
This testimony was referred to today by Mr. 
Storrow, who claimed that it had been very 
clearly shown that Drawbaugh’s inventions 
were not practical successes, and therefore not 
able to compete with Mr. Bell's. Mr. Storrow 
gave a very elaborate history of the telephone, 
and was still talking when Judge Wallace ad- 
journed the court until tomorrow. It is ex- 
*pected that the case will be on tor two or three 
weeks, It is not likely that Mr. Conkling will 
do more than to advise his associates from time 
to time.

EKEENE’S GOLD CUP. 
THE MILLIONAIRE TAKES IT WITHOUT PAY- 
ING DUTY. 

New Tonk, Sept. 22.—[Special.]|—The elab- 
orate gold cup won by James R. Keene’s horse 
Foxhall at the Ascot races in England has 
been in the hands of United States customs offi- 
cers for about eighteen months. The Collector 
at this port held that the cup was dutiable, put 
Mr. Keené refused to pay duty upon it on the 
ground that it wasatrophy and work of art, 
and ought to be admitted free. A few 
weeks ago tne customs authorities gave 
Mr. Keene notice that he must take 
his cup away, or it would be sold at 
public auction for the non-paynient of duties.

Mr. Keene’s application was referred to the 
Attorney-General, and this department is in 
receipt ot an opinion from the Hon. S. F. Pnil- 
lips, Acting Attorney-General, in which he says 
that, the article in question having a similitude 
in material, quality, and texture, and the 
use to which it may be applied, to 
a medal made of the same material 
viz.: gold or silver—is free of duty under 
Secs. 2,499 and 2,502 of the act of March 8, 1883. 
He states that the purpose of the cup, like 
that of a medal, is to commemorate a particu- 
lar event, and that substantially it is a trophy, 
and has no other value, except in point of ma- 
terial, which is free of duty.“

WASHINGTON, D. C., Sept. 22.—The following 
ig the correspondence relative to the resigne 
tion of Commissioner of Pensions Dudley: 

WasHinoTon, D. C., Sept. 20.—The Hon. 
Henry M. Teller, Secretary of the Interior—Duan 
Sin: I have the honor herewith to hand you 
my nation as Commissioner of Pensions, 
and beg you will forward tho same to the Presi- 
dent with your approval.

A Lunatic’s Colossal Schemes Tem- 
porarily Suspended. 
Wasninoros, D. C., Sept. 22.—[Special.|— 
William Beach Hazelton, a gentleman who has 
at different times occupied considerable space 
in the newspapers, was today sent to the Gov- 
ernment Insane Asylum. Mr. Hazeltou's de- 
mentia is of a peculiar character. He imagines 
that he is a man of uabounded wealth, and that 
he has the support of many capitalists. Some 
of the schemes which he has pro- 
jected within the last few weeks are 
of an extraordinary character. He endeavored 
engage a prominent architect to prepare 
plans for a‘seven-story business block opposit 
tbe Treasury Department, stating that the 
money wasin bank. He endeavored to induce 
public men to allow him to write campaign 
speeches for them. He had a project for cir- 
culating cam documents by millions, 
which he unfolded last week to the Secretary 
of the Republican Committee. He endeavored 
to induce the leader of the Marine Band to 
bring out an opera which be has pre- 
pared. Last night he forced himseif 
upon the stage of a summer theatre after 
the performance, and insisted upon singing 
some airs from bis opera. Earlier in the sea- 
son, he planned a mass-meeting at Cornwall-on- 
the-Hudson. Special trains were ordered, 
speakers engaged, platforms built, but there 
was no money. A few years ago he started the 
Baltimore Times without any capital, which 
collapsed after a week's experiment. Within a 
week he has caused the arrestof a pension 
agent here at midnight, claiming that he had 
obtained money of aformer employer under 
faise pretenses. The former employer the next 
day disavowed responsibility for the arrest. 
Hazelton threatened the Police Justice with 
dismissal, claiming he had a cousin who was 
soon to marry into the President's family. 


General News Notes. 

WasnincTon, D. C., Sept. 22.—[Special.]— 
The resignation of Sidney Everett as First Sec- 
retary of the American Legation at Berlin is 
said to account for the visit of John Davis, 
First Assistant Secretary of State, to Germany. 
Mr. Davis, who is familiar with the German 
language, will for some six weeks assist Mr. 
Kasson in his endeavors to adjust the diplo- 
matic difficulties arising out of the Lasker inci- 
dent and of the pork question. 

The appropriation for the current year for 
printing revenue stamps sharply probibits the 
use of any money for that purpose outside of 
the Bureau of Engraving and Printing. The 
printing of stamps on tin-foil covering fine-cut 
tobacco has heretofore been done in New York 
on contract by a process that is patented. 
Controller Lawrence recently decided that this 
arrangement could be continued no longer, in 
view of the probibitory clause in the Appro- 
priation bill. ‘The Internal-kevenue Bureau 
was thereby placed in a dilema, as 
the Government had no machinery to 
perform this class of work and could not 
do itanyhow without purchasing the patent. 
The Attorney-General’s opinion was thereupon 
asked whether this printing on tin-foil could 
not be done outside of the bureau without cost 
to the Government. He has just decided tnat 
it can, if such an arrangement can be made 
It is therefore proposed to submit a prop-. 
osition to the tobacco manufacturers that they 
pay for the cost of imprinting the required 
stamp, as heretofore, instead of using the paper 
stamps from the bureau. Rather than chauge 
the appearance of their packages, it is believed 
they will agree. The cost is merely nominal, 
being in the neighborhood of 20 cents per 
1,000. Fifteen million stamps were imprinted 
last year on tin-foil. 

The term of C. E. Coon as Acting Seoretary of 
the Treasury under special designation of the 
President will expire Wednesday, No warrants 
for the payment of money from the Treasury 
can be issued after that day unless the existing 
vacancy in the office of Secretary shall have 
been filled before that, date. It is expected, 
however, that an appointment will be made to- 
morrow or nextday. The friends ot Mr. Coon 
are still sanguine he will receive the appoint- 
ment. 

The Acting Secretary of the Treasury has 
directed the Collector of Customs at New York 
to admit free of duty the Ascot Cup won by 
Keene’s Foxhall, which has been in the custody 
of the Collector nearly two years. 

The issue of standard silver dollars for the 
week ended Sept. 20 is $442,995, and tor the cor- 
responding period last year, $558,499.

The Market for Lake Grain Freights Com- 
pletely Prostrated, There Being No 
Demand for Vessels. 


A Large Amount of Damaged Grain on the Col- 
orado—The Keystone and Her Tow 
7 Vessels in Trouble. 


FREIGHTS AND CHARTERS. 
CHICAGO. 

The grain charters yesterday comprised three 
line propellers and one 17,000-bushel vessel. The 
propellers will load for Buffalo. their cargoes being 
made up of small lots. Rates are nominally quota- 
die at 1% cents for wheat and I cents for corn to 
Buffalo, but so far as actual transactions are con- 
cerned lake-freight quotations might as well be 
represented by a cipher. After the cipher is 
written the rim should be removed, which will 
leave the correct quotation on corn to Buffalo. The 
fact is, there is no demand whatever for vessel- 
room. The specujative condition of the Chicago 
grain market has almost completely shut of al! 
shipments. A few speculators have got a big 
bulge on corn and they evidently intend to keep it. 
Until the corner is broken there will be nothing 
for vessels to do. This is a very discouraging out- 
look for vessél-owners, but it is better to look the 
matter squarely in the face and not attempt to 
build up hopes for better times on mere babbies of 
expectancy. If any one imagines that the condi- 
tion of lake cOMmerce is not as bad as represented 
he has but to take a look about the harbor, and he 
will be convinced that it is even worse. The 
amount of unchartered tonnage in port will aggre- 


gute fully 1,500,000 bushels carrying capacity. This 
includes notbing but vessels engaged in the grain 
trade. There is also a big fleet of lumber-carriers 
waiting for cargoes.

She left Chicago last Tuesday 
night with a cargo of rejected wheat, consigned to 
A. P. Wright & Co. When off the Sleeping Bear 
Wednesday evening, with a northwest gale raging, 
the feed-pipe of her boilers burst. Capt. Kelly 
then attempted to run under the Manitous by fill- 
ing the boilers with the pony pump. This alsogave 
out, and the vessel was obliged to roll in the 
trough of the sea for a couple of hours while mak- 
ing repairs. Considerable water washed in upon 
her decks at the time. She went under the eleva- 
tor today, and after discharging 31,000 bushels the 
house refused to receive any more because the 
rest in some places showed evidence of dampness 
and heat. About twenty-five bushels of wet wheat 
were in the forward hold. There were about 20,000 
bushels remaining in the after hold which will to- 
morrow be run into the Richmond elevator, where 
there isa dryer. It is impossible to tell how much 


of this is damaged, a large part of it being in fair 
condition. Capt. Kelly says that the water must 
have run down the hold around the arch-rods, 
which places were not carefully calked. The water 
reached the decks through the bulwarks, which 
were well dried out owing to the vessel's oe idle- 
ness.
